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LAST NIGHT'S DISPATCHES. 
Durope. 

Tours, Nov. 11.—The following dispatch 
has juet been received :—We have taken pos- 
session of Orleans after a fight of two days. 
Our aggregate loss in killed and wounded 
will not reach 2,000; those of the enemy 
are much larger. We bave more than 1,000 
prisoners thus far, and are continually add- 
ing. We have captured two cannon of the 
Prussian model, twenty ammunition wagons, 
end a great number of guns gnd provision 
wagons. 

A dispatch from Chantilly reports a large 
cage force there, well supplied with artil- 
ery. 

Troops from Lyons are marching to meet 
the Prussians. 

Lonpvox, Nov. 11.—Workmen are occupied 
at Lille on the exterior and interior of the for- 
tifications. Orders have been issued to pro- 
vision the city for six months, the authorities 
having profited by the experience of Stras- 
bourg and Paris. 

New York, Nov. 11.—The Panama papers 
contain but little news. Rumors that one 
French gua-boat sad captured several small 
German vessels, are probably unfounded. 

Lonvox, Nov. 11.—The formal surrender of 
New Brissach occurred this afternoon. 

Colonel Charveley has been authorized to 
recall his Papal Zouaves to fight for France. 

_A special from Brugsels states that political 
circles-are impressed with the belief that new 
arrangements for arbitration have been ef- 
fected by four neutral powers. ° 

Tours, Nov. 11.—Journals report that the 
Prussians have lost over ten thousand killed 
aud wounded and eighteen prisoners in the 
battles around Chartres and Eatpes. 

The entire army of the Loire is moving for- 
ward, 

Loxpox, Nov. 12.—The Germans occupied 
Boncourt and Etaphes on Thursday. 

Garibaldi, witb 12,000 men, has marched 
on Belfort. 

The scene of the battle betweea the forces 
of Gen. Rolladins and those of Gen. Von Der 
Tann was near Orleans. 

Bertin, Nov. 12.—Queea Augusta received 
the following from William yesterday, dated 
Versailles, Nov. 11:—Gen. Von Ver Tann 
yesterday retired from Orleans to Tours, be- 
fore a superior force of the euemy.. He 
fought all the way. He has already been 
reintorced by Gen. Whistyeh and Prince 
Uleyreh. The latter came up from Chartres. 
The Duke of Mecklenburg ‘Schwerin will join 
his forces to those of Von Der Tapn to-day. 

Loxpon, Nov. 12.—The Prussians have 
plundered several towns in the Department 
of Oise. 

The French Admiral at Cux Haven has re- 
gtored free navigation in the North and Bal; 
tic Seas to neutrals. 

Bertix, Nov. 12.—The North German Ga- 
zette, referring to the sinking of the bark 
Wharlotte by-a French man-of-war, says it 
was a flat vio'ation of international laws. 

Loxpow, Nov. 12.—Bismarck has issued a 
circular to representatives of North Germany 
in foreign States, giving his version of the 
late negotiations for an armistice: King 
William was even more eager for peace than 
Thiers. Bismarck proposed a truce for four 
weeks, the respective armies meaowbile to 
remain fixed, in order that elections might 
be held throughout France. The only effect 
on the French side of this truce would be a 
stoppage of the waste of ammunition from 
their forts. Thiers regretted that the victu- 
alling of Paris was not provided for, saying 
it was an indispensable condition of the pro- 
proposed armistice. This absurd demand to 
go back two months in the prosecution of 
the war was impossible. Substquently, an 
offer for a short truce was made. ‘Thiers re- 
ported this to the members of the Provisional 
Government, by whom it was rejected. The 
inference is tbat the French Goveroment 
dare not consult the people, and ouly made 
advances looking to peace in order to quiet 
the neutral powers. 

Berun, Noy. 12.—Dispatches were re 
ceived here to-day from the German head- 
quarters at Versailles, announcing that Paris 
will not be bombarded. The German 
authorities are convinced that the ci'y is so 
badly provisioned that its surrender may be 
expected within a month, from that cause 
alone. 

Loxpox, Nov. 12.—A correspondent tele- 
graphing from Berlin announces tbe confir- 
mation of the capture of Orleans. 

Jt is also confirmed that Kussia has asked 
for a revision of the treaty of 1856. 

There 1s considerable excitement here over 
the rumor that the bombardment of Hamburg 
is hourly expected. ~ 

The battle of Orieans was a very serious 
one. 

Romors are rife of a rupture between Bis- 
marck and Von Beust. 

The authorities at Tours don’t regard the 
rupture of negotiations for an armistice as 
final. 

An official report of the capture of New 
Brissach has been made public. During the 
entire investment, eleven Baden soldiers 
were killed and three wounded. 

Ufficial advices received from the Admiral 
of the French fleet say that foreign coasting 
vessels are allowed to enter Hamburg at 
their own risk. " 

Six thourand German troops are marching 
on Mcntmedy. A’renewal of the bombard- 
ment of that town is expected. 

Lioxvon, Nov. 12.—‘‘La Situation,’’ to-day, 
says Gambetta is engaged in an intrigue for 
the restoration of the Orleans dynasty. 

Loxvox, Sept. 13.—The Russian Minister 
here read to.Granville a letter, from Geortzi- 
bakoff, stating that Russia now demands 
a modification of the provisions signed in 
Paris on the 30th of March, 1856, of: articles 
llth and 13th. These provisions forbid a 
Russian fleet to enter the Dardanelles from 
the Black Sea, and limits the Russian fleet 
in the Black Sea to ten small streams. They 
also prohibit Russia and Turkey from msin- 
taining, on the coast of the Biack Sea, any 
military or marine arsenal, and generally 
neutralize the Black Sea by interdiction from 
its waters of eer vessel of war. belonging to 
powers possessing ite coast, or any other 
power. This declaration on the part of Rus- 
sia, being made simultaneously im London 
by the Cabinet, gt Constantinople, Vienna 
and Beflin,-is believed here to indicate Rus- 
sia’s readiness to insist on the recognition of 
her claims by force.

What Germany holds the French 
Emperor ponsible for. 


The following article is printed in con- 
spicnous type in the latest issue of the 
North German Correspondent, received in 
London Sept. 17: “It has created some 
sarprise in several parts of Europe, as 
we can gatber from numerous articles in 


leading foreign journals, that King Wil- 


liam, after the victory of Sedan, should 
have treated his Imperial prisoner with 
so much respect and delicacy and assign- 
ed him as bis residence one of the most 
beantifal spots in the Prussian dominions. 
We have shown, in our last nomber, that 
the King did not say, what the revolo- 
tionary Government in Paris found it 
their interest to attribute to Lim, that 
he was making war solely on the Bona- 
parte dynasty. The chronic passion of 
the French -nation for enlarging their 
territory at the expense of their neigh- 
bors, aud particularly at the cost of Ger- 
many, is too well known to King Wil- 
liam to allow him to lay the whole blame 
of the present waron the shoulders of 
Louis Napoleon. Had France been a 
peace-loving country, sincerely opposed 
to wrongful aggression, and valuing lib- 
erty and prosperity at home more highly 
than abroad, she would have firmly re— 
fused her support tothe Emperor when 
sie saw him bent on a rupture with 
Germany, instead of first greeting the de 

claration of war with enthusiastic joy and 
then abandoning her sovereign in the 
hour of their common adversity. We 
have spoken of abandonment, but is it 
so certain that the French people Lave 
really and irfevocably disowed the ruler 
in whom the country so lately expressed 
its unfaltering confidence? It is possible; 
bot the proofs are still wanting, A re- 
publican regime, it is true, has been pro- 
claimed iu Paris, amid the acclamations 
of a populace which will be equally ready 
to cry as loud for something else to mor- 
row, We are far from saying that France 
may not finally and cheerfully adopt the 
Republic of M. Favre and his associates. 
Bat till the entire country has spoken 
we can regard it as nothing better than 
a makeshift. Itisa matter of supreme 
indifference to Germany whether France 
calls herself an empire, a monarchy, or © 
repablic—we have had experience in all 
three and find the one ss good as the 
other—bat so long as the French people 
have not formerly announced their will, 
enter by a general vote or the voice of 
their representatives, in full assembly, 
we must continue to regard Louis Napol- 
eon as the sole legitimate roler of France. 
To the prisoner of Wilhelmsbohe the 
King of Prussia‘still desires the respect 
to be paid which isdee to an Emperor of 
the French ; and it may be that he is not 
altogether uninfluenced by a wish that 
the future historian shall recount how 
William of Paussia treated an humbled 
encmy with generosity and magnanimity.”
